A committee will wait on Agent Lyon 
today to ascertain what be b.is lo say about 
the matter. The weavers have the sym- 
pathy of all the textile workers in the citj 
in making this demand.

strength of the respective sides on the 
bill us n whole. If the committee amend- 
ments shuulU be accepted, the Democrats 
expect I o have smooth sailing ou other 
portions of the bill until the income tux 
shall be reached, aud lire even hopeful 
that, with sugar disposed of, limy will be 
able to get the opponents of the bill to 
name a day for taking the votu ou tho 
passage of the bill. 


1'hu Republican leaders say, however, 


that the bill is one which, from its nature, 
requires to be discussed by schedules, 
aud that it would be difficult; for this 
reason to agree upon a day tor the vote 
and be sure that the consideration of thu 
schedules would be completed by th« 
titna agreed upon.

articles on exhibition; the merchant sits 
on his heels on the booth floor. It the eus- 
ionier is of some position in life, he climbs 
up and sits down on a level with the mar- 
chant 
If he IK a foreigner, the merchant 


s quite deferential. A merchant is not a 
norchaut at all, but a host entertaining a 
juest. 
Coffee is served, then a cigarette 


rolled up aud handed to the "guest,'' while 
iho various social u,nd other local topics are 
freely discussed. After coffee and smok- 
ing tho question of purohaso i» gradually 
approached, not abruptly, as that would 
.nvolve a loss of dignity, but ciroumspect- 
;y, as if the buying of anything were a 
mere afterthought. Maybe, after half an 
hour, the customer has indicated what he 
tvatits, and after discussing the quality of 
the goods the customer asks the price in 
an offhand way, as though he were not 
particularly interested. The merchant re- 
plies, ''Oh, whatever 
your highness 


pleases," or "I shall be proud if your'high- 
ness will do mo tho honor to accept, it as a 
gift. ** This means nothing whatever and 
Is merely the introduction to the haggling 
which ie sure to follow. The seller, with 
silken manners and brazen countenance, 
will always name a price four times as 
large as it should be. Then the real busi- 
ness begins. The buyer offers one-half or 
one-fourth of what lie finally expects to 
pay, and a. war of words in a blustering 
tone leads up to the close o£ this evoryday 
farce.—"Across Asia on a Bicycle" in 
Century.

brotherhood in Lenox Lyceum, for the iu- 
terchatige of opinions aud concentration 
of effort on all questions of mutual inter- 
est, and to agree upon a line 01 action to 
follow in securing state and national leg- 
tsluHor. ?«,. the future. 


The delegates were tardy in getting to- 


gether, but when the gavel fell at 11:30 
o'clock yesterday, over 600 representatives 
had assembled, with Executive Commit- 
teeman Wejsz in the chair. There were 
representatives present from every state 
in the Uuion, from the Republic of Mex- 
ico and from the Dominion of Canada. 


They seemed imbued with a feelins 


that one mighty federation should be 
made of all the brotherhoods, now only 
federated in railroad systems, and with 
this accomplished, such legislation could 
be obtained at the hands of all govern- 
ments on this continent as should reduce 
in a marked degree the risk to life and 
limb, which every operator now under- 
goes while engaged at his daily wors. 


There were three sessions held yesterday 


—that in the morning was for orgnniza- 
tion; in the afternoon for preparation, 
and in the evening an open meeting for 
explanation. 


The leading speakers of all the brother-. 


hoods made public statements of their 
work and calling. The session tomorrow 
•sril! be behind closed doors, the result, of 
which, however, will be made public. 


C. E. Weisz, in calling the convention 


to order, said that no doxibt every dele- 
gate had rec»ived his instructions from 
the respective divisions and lodges to 
which he belonged, so that it was un- 
necessary for him to enlarge upon the 
reasons for the gathering. 
Ee would 


therefore introduce at once Hon. T. 
C. O'Sullivan, state senator, who appeared 
for Mayor Gilroy of tile city of New York. 


New York's We'come, 


, Mr. O'Sullivan spoke of the pleasure it 
gave him to extend a welcome from the 
queenly city of New York to sucn manly 
men as those who operated the railroads 
of America. Labor and capital should be 
brothers, and, working together, the 
product would be mutual peace and 
plenty. Tnen cordially repeating his wel- 
come in the name of the mayor, he wished 
them godspeed in their deliberations. 


P. H. Morrissey, assistant a?and master 


of the Brotherhood of Kailroad Trainmen, 
after thanking the city for its courtesy, 
said they had gathered together to coun- 
sel with each other on matters that 
teuded to tha greater security to life and 
limb o* all who travelled on the rail, and 
the several organizations wished to be 
registered as intending hereafter to be 
represented in the legislative hall of the 
states and of the nation, as objecting to 
injury to their rights as citizens by a 
recent decision of a United States judge, 
who denied them the privileges provided 
for by the constitution, and as unalter- 
ably approving the guarantee to all 
vested rights of capital and labor as 
enunciated by Judge Caldwell.

The t'v o feats stamped him as a master at 
the game, and im the following year he 
was hailed as the coming chess player, »a 
he went from one great victory to an- 
other. He won seven out of nine games 
against the veteran Bird, and defeated 
such sterling players as Blackbnrne, Lee, 
Miniati, Mason and Gunsburg. 
His last 


meeting with Blackburne was two years 
ago, when Lasker won a match in six 
straight games. 
He came to America in 


that year and won against Delman, Lip- 
schutz, Showalter aad others of our best 
players. 


Lust October he won first prize in the 


Columbian congress at New York, win- 
ning 13 games in 13, a clean score against 
an international team. 


Negotiations for a match with Steinitz 


were began, and after some inevitable 
hitches incident to such matters, the play- 
ers were finally brought together in New 
York. The terms of the match were 10 
games up—four won games in New York 
and three 
each in Philadelphia and 


Montreal. The result has been stated. 


Mr. Steinitz is 5S years old, and resigns 


a position of champion, which he has held 
virtually since 1862—more years than any 
of his predecessors. He has always been 
a striking figure in the chess world, and 
has probably done more to spread a popu- 
lar knowledge of the game than any 
other single player. His notions have 
called down a lot of criticism at time, but 
in matches for the championship he has 
been able to take care of himself. .

Turkey. This was brought particularly to 
our notice when wo visited the Sivus ba- 
zaurs to examine some inlaid silverware, 
'or which tho place Is celebrated. The cus- 
tomer stands in the street inspecting the 
vrticleg on exhibition; the merchant sits 
in his heels on the booth floor. If the cus- 
;omcr ia of some position in life, he climbs j 
up and sits down on a level -with tho mer- 
jliant. If lie is a, foreigner, the merchant 
.8 quite deferential. A merchant is not a 
merchant at all, but a host entertaining a 
guest. 
Coffco is served, then a cigarette 


rolled up and handed to tho "guest," while 
lie various social and other local topics are 
Teely discussed. After coffee and smok- 
,ng tho question of purchase is-gradually 
approached, not abruptly, as that would 
nvolvo a loss of dignity, but. circumspect- 
y, as if tho buying of anything were a 
mere afterthought. Maybo, after half an 
nour, the customer has indicated what he 
wants, and after discussing the quality of 
iho goods tho customer asks the price in 
an offhand way, as though ho wore not 
particularly interested. The merchant re- 
plies, ''Oh, whatever 
your highness 


oleuses," or "I shall be proud if yourligh- 
noss will do me the honor to accept it as a 
1ft." This means nothing whatever and 
Is merely the introduction to the haggling 
which is sura to follow. The seller, with 
silken manners and brazen countenance, 
will always name a price four times as 
large as it should be. Then the real busi- 
ness begins. The buyer offers one-half or 
one-fourth of what he finally expects to 
pay, and a war of words in a blustering 
tone leuds up to the close of this everyday 
farce.—"Across Asia on a Bloyclo" in 
Century.

NEW YORK. May 28 —The grand con- 


tention of the railroad employes o£ Amer- 
ica is now progressing under full swing, 
and with every prospect of a harmonious 
and effective result 


Seven organizations are sitting as united 


brotherhood in Lenox Lyceum, for the in- 
terchange of opinions and concentration 
of effort on all questions of mutual inter- 
est, and to agree upon a line of action to 
follow in securing state and national leg- 
islation for the future. 


The delegates were tardy in getting to- 


gether, bat, when the gavel fell at 11:30 
o'clock yesterday, over 600 representatives 
had assembled, with Executive Commit- 
teeman Weisz in the chair. There were 
representatives present from every state 
in the Union, from the Republic of Mex- 
ico and Irom the Dominion of Canada. 


They seemed imbued with a feelins; 


that one mighty federation should be 
made"of all the brotherhoods, now only 
federated In railroad systems, and with 
this accomplished, such legislation could 
be obtained at the hands of all govern- 
ments on this continent as should reduce 
in a marked degree the rKk to life and 
limb, which every operator now under- 
goes while engaged at his daily work. 


There were three sessions held yesterday 


—that in the morning was for organiza- 
tion; in the afternoon for preparation, 
and in the evening an open meeting for 
explanation. 


The leading speakers of all the brother- 


hoods made public statements of their 
•work and calling. The session tomorrow 
will be behind closed doors, the result of 
•which, however, will be made public. 


C. E. Weisz, in calling the convention 


to order, said that no doubt every dele- 
gate had revived his instructions from 
the respective divisions and lodges to 
•which he belonged, so that it was un- i 
necessary for him to enlarge upon the 
reasons for the gathering. 
He would 


therefore introduce at once Hon. T. 
G. O'Sullivan, state senator, who appeared 
for Mayor Gilroy of the city of New York. 


New York's Welcome, 


Air. O'SullivHn spoke of the pleasure it 


gave him to extend a welcome from the 
queenly city of New York to sucn manly 
me.n as those who operated the railroads 
of America. Labor and capital should be 
brothers, and, working together, the 
product would be mutual peace and 
plenty. Then cordially repeating his wel- 
come in the name of the mayor, he wished 
them godspeed in their deliberations. 
' 


P. H. Morrissey, assistant erand muster 


of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
after thanking the city for its courtesy, 
said they had gathered together to coun- 
sel with each other on matters that 
tended to the greater security to life and 
limb of all who travelled on the rail, and 
the several organizations wished to be 
registered as intending hereafter to be 
represented in the legislative hall of the 
states and of the nation, as objecting to 
injury to their rights as citizens by a 
recent decision of a United States judge, 
who denied them the privileges provided 
for by the constitution, and as unalter- 
ably approving the guarantee to all 
vested rights of capital and labor as 
enunciated by Judge Caldwell. 


Settling Down to Business. 


The matter of reception over, the body 


at once entered into the business of the 
session by electing E. E. Clark grand 
chief of the Order of Conductors as per- 
manent president of the convention.

He struggled on, and 'but lor accurate 
play on the part of Lasker would have 
drawn, but the oddi of the exchaugtj was 
too much, and he gracefully resigned at 
the 52d move, proposing three cheers for 
the new champion of the world, 


The new champion Is 26 of age. He was 


born in Berliachea, Germany, and played 
a fairly good game in his 13th year. When 
21 years old he defeated Baron von Bar- 
deleben, and he took second prize in the 
Amsterdam chess congress of that year. 
The two feats stamped him as a master at 
the game, and in the following year he 
was hailed as tbe coming chess player, as 
he went from one great victory to an- 
other. He won seven out of nine games 
against the vet«ran Bird, and defeated 
such sterling players as Blackbnrne, Lee, 
Miniati, Mason and Gunsburg. 
His last 


meeting with Blackburne was two years 
ago. when Lasker won a match ia six 
straight games. 
He came to America in 


that year and won against Delman, Lip- 
schutz, Showalter and others of our best 
players. 


Last October he won first prize in the 


Columbian congress at New York, win- 
ning 13 games in 13, a clean score against 
an international team. 


Negotiations for a match -with Steinitz 


were began, and after some inevitable 
hitches incident to such matters, the play- 
ers were finally brought together in New 
York. The terms of the match were 10 
games up—four won, games In New York 
and three each in Philadelphia and 
Montreal The result has been stated. 


Mr. Steinitz is S3 years old, and resigns 


a position of champion, which he has he 
virtually since 1862—more years than any 
of his predecessors. He has always been 
a striking figure in the chesa world, and 
has probably done more to spread a popu- 
lar knowledge of the game than any 
other single player. His notions have 
called down a lot of criticism at time, but 
in matches for the championship he has 
been able to take care of himself.
